George and Arthur Dale Charged With 
Having LIfinors for the Purpose 
of Sale— Warrants Issued 
After InrestlipitionH. 

Because of the absence of important 
witnesses, the ewmination of George 
and Arthur Dale, Mkrket street soft 
drink nloon proprietors, was contin- 
ued Saturday afternoon in City Court 
until next Tuesday afternoon. 

The Dale brothers were nrrcated 
late FYlday on charRes of having 
liquor in tlieir ijds^ession for the pur- 
pose of sale as tlie oiitconio of an in- 
vestigation by Cliief of Police Harry 
A. Ort Into a case of drunkenness. 

Charles Rye, of Murphysville, and 
William Brown, colored, who worked 
as porter at the Dale place, are the 
two mat qnestioned by the police. 
They gave affidavits upon which the 
I'oilce Chief based the inuanoe of the 
warrants. Bye claims to have pur- 
chased a pint of white liquor at the 
Dale place several days ago. Ho says 
in his nlTldavIt that he drove up in 
front of tlio Dale place and a.'^ked the 
colored boy, Ilrown. to hold bis borse. 
Brown then asked wh.nt lie was look- 
ing for and Rye told bini li(|uor. 
Thereupon, Brown got for Rye a pint 
of white liquor which was sitting on 
a back stairway. The colored boy says 
he lymed the money over to Arthur 
Dale. Both affidavits seem to corrob- 
orate each other. 

Others have been examined by Chief 
Ort In regard to the case but no fur- 
ther evidence haa been Obtained by the 
police thus far.

OHIO BITXR MOHDAT. 

The first artificial wave of the year 
win be created by Government en- 
gineers on the Oiiio Uivcr. next Mon- 
day, and about ,'')0,000 Ions of coal will 
be floated down upon its crest. Tbe 
wave is made necessary by the ex- 
tremely low stage of the river. The 
pools locked above the dams in the 
upper Ohio River will be allowed to 
rush out, forming the wave upon 
which nine steamboata with 100 to 
125 barges of coal will float down the 
stream to Cincinnati and T.i0ul8vllle. 
All of the river coal companies at Cin- 
cinnati will have shipments on the 
wave. It Is expected that oilier waves 
will follow this Olio unless tlie river 
rises.

to poultrymen from the Coltexe of Ag- 
riculture, Five factors contributed to- 
ward the loR.<. Tlu'sc were: roosters 
runnlnB In tin' laylnR flock, keepinK 
CBgs in wiirni places, damp, dirty 
nests, leaving ckr.^ In the neat loo Iomr 
and holding eggs at home too long. 
According to speclaUsts the losses 
can be prevented this year it farmers 
will keep eggs in cool places, provide 
one good clean nest for every five 
hens, gather eggs twice dally, market 
eggs when they are fresh and kill, 
confine or sell all roosters. 

Gathering tbe eggs twice each day 
and keeping them In a cool place will 
prevent many of liieni from ■.polliiii;. 
according lo experiments wliicli sliow 
thai more than 97 per cent, of tlie cfius 
which are handled In this way grade 
as "firsts" when placed on the mar- 
ket. Gathering the eggs twice each 
day during the hot summer months 
also will tend to eliminate broken, 
shrunken and badly flavored egga. If 
the egga are placed in a cava care 
should be taken to keep them away 
from onions or any other object that 
might cause the eggs to absorb odors. 
They also should be placed on a tabb' 
or box to allow free circulation of air 
about them. Esgs should be taken to 
market as often as possible as delay 
in marketing encouragea deterioration.

STATE UQUOR TAX 

ISJINALLY KILLED 

Court of Appeals Decides Tance Act 

II IJnruutstltntlonal— Roadfi 
,tre Losers. 



Frankfort. Ky, June is Tho 
Vance, fjO-cent wiiisky lax was de- 
clared unconlsdtulional by liie Court 
of Appeals Friday In nn o|)lnlon by 
Judge Houston (Juin ,on the same 
grounds that the t'nitcd States Su- 
preme Court held It Invalid. 

It Is a property and not an occupa- 
tional tax, and, therefore, descrimin- 
ates against the ownera of whisky as 
compared to ownera of other kinds of 
personal property. 

The statute declares it to be a tax 
on the manufacturer, ownership, stor- 
age an dremoval of whisky, but the 
court said ilie incidents of tlie law's 
operations, not ihe name, delerniine 
the charactei- of the tax and llie lax 
and the tax accrues on removal. 

While tho decision of the Court of 
.\ppeaU Is controlling, Judge Quin re- 
ferred to the views of twelve judges, 
two of the Federal District branch, 
one of a Kentucky Circuit Court, and 
the nine Supreme Court Justices, as 
persuasive in reaching the conclusion 

The opinion was handed won in the 
case of State Auditor John J. Craig 
asainsi K. H. Taylor, Jr., Sons & Com- 
i)any, appealed from the Franklin Cir- 
cuit Court. 

Tho Vance Act would have iielled 
the road fund between $15,000,000 and 
$20,0(10.000. The failure of this Act 
restores the tax of 2 cents tbe gallon, 
abrogated by it

Is pumped 
Irom the Suspquehanna Iliver through 
thirty-Inch mains to settling tanks, Is 
subject to rapid chnnges in turbidity 
ranglni: from Ion to 100 parts per mil- 
lion; and the amount of aluminum 
sulphate to bo adde das a coagulant 
and precipitant must be varied to suit. 
Samples of the water entering the 
mains are taken every two hours; and 
the amount ot eoagnlant to he added 
Is determined br the eahH based on 
the amoDQt ot water and Its turbidity ; 
for Instiinee O-i grata of the alum is 
added for ten ypart^ per million of 
turbidity.
